Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Armitage  and  Gentlemen. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
Report  upon  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  of 
Macclesfield  for  the  year  1937. 

A.  —VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  population  of  Macclesfield  Rural  District  at  the 
Census  of  1931  was  19,056. 

The  estimated  population  for  the  year  1937  is  18840. 

Births. — -The  total  number  of  Births  notified  by  District 
Registrars  during  1937  was  176,-87  males  of  whom  1  was 
illegitimate  and  80  females  of  whom  1  was  illegitimate. 
The  Registrar  General’s  figures  show  a  total  239 — 117 
males  of  whom  two  were  illegitimate  and  122  females  of  whom 
2  were  illegitimate.  This  difference  shows  that  63  children 
were  born  outside  the  district,  whose  parents  reside  within  it. 
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There  were  7  still-births  during  the  year. 

The  Birth-rate  for  19B7  was  12-06, — a  slight  increase 
over  last  year. 

Deaths . — The  gross  total  number  of  deaths  registered 
within  the  Macclesfield  Rural  District  during  1987  amounted 
to  164,  from  which  have  to  be  deducted  9  deaths  of  non¬ 
residents,  and  to  which  have  to  be  added  71  deaths  of  residents 
which  occurred  elsewhere — -thus  giving  a  total  nett  number 
of  deaths  of  226—1 12  males  and  114  females.  Of  the  total 
number  of  deaths  registered,  128  were  over  65  years  of  age 
and  of  these  42  were  over  80  years  of  age. 

During  the  year  the  deaths  of  16  infants  under  1  year  of 
age  took  place. 

The  death-rate  for  1987  was  11*99,  while  that  for  1936 
was  11-88. 

B._ GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA, 

Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  is  provided  through 
agreement  with  the  Macclesfield  Corporation,  except  in  case  of 
Smallpox  for  which  arrangements  with  Hyde  Corporation  are 
made  for  isolation  and  treatment. 

Provision  jhas  now  been  made  for  the  payment  for  con¬ 
veyance  by  this  Council  of  sick  and  accident  cases  to  Hospitals 
adjacent  to  the  Council’s  area. 

C,— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply , — The  provision  of  water  supplies  in 
the  rural  area  may  generally  be  stated  to  be  that  water  is 
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obtained  in  bulk  from  adjacent  authorities,  Stockport,  Boiling- 
ton,  and  Macclesfield,  and  supplied  to  consumers  by  the  Rural 
Council,  the  number  of  dwellings  so  supplied  being  1,263. 

The  Stockport  Corporate  i  supply  direct  to  Nether 
Alderley,  Chorley,  Great  Warford,  Newton,  part  of  the  parish 
of  Poynton,  and  Woodford,  these  townships  being  within  their 
area  of  supply.  The  number  of  houses  being  supplied  in  this 
manner  is  about  900.  Bollington  and  Macclesfield  supply 
direct  to  about  40  dwelling  houses. 

The  private  supplies  from  which  a  large  number  of 
dwellinghouses  are  supplied  are  at  Nether  Alderley,  Bosley, 
Hurdsfield,  Poynton,  Rainow,  Sutton  and  Siddington,  and 
there  are  approximately  1820  houses  provided  by  these 
supplies.  At  the  estimated  5200  dwelling  houses  in  the  rural 
area  about  4020  have  water  laid  on  from  main  supplies.  The 
outlying  districts  depend  upon  springs  and  wells,  these  being 
in  the  billy  part  of  the  area.  The  supply  in  the  immediate  vic¬ 
inities  are  generally  abundant  and  of  good  quality.  , 

Two  townships  are  in  urgent  need  of  a  Main  supply, 
viz  North  Rode  and  Eaton ;  but  it  is  expected  that  the 
schema  now  under  consideration  to  supply  these  two  parishes 
will  be  completed  during  1938.  The  need  for  a  piped  supply 
exists  in  the  Gurnett  area  of  Sutton.  At  the  moment  the 
Macclesfield  Corporation,  who  have  been  approached  to  give  a 
supply  from  mains  at  the  termination  of  their  boundary,  ad¬ 
joining  the  Gurnett  area,  are  not  in  a  position  to  do  so. 

Of  the  28  parishes  in  the  area  21  have  public  or  private 
water  mains  laid  wholly  or  part  througout  the  parishes.  Com¬ 
plete  new  water  mains  or  additional  mains  were  provided  in 
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the  following  parishes  : — Adlington,  Gawsworth,  Henbury, 
Prestbury,  Pott  Shrigley,  Sutton  and  Withington, 

The  total  length  of  mains  provided  in  the  area*  public  and 
private  is  approximately  40  miles. 

The  number  of  water  samples  submitted  during  the 
year  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  were  21,  of 
these  18  were  of  wholesome  quality  and  8  definitely  unfit. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage'. —  The  total  length  of  sewers  in 
the  9  parishes  wholly  or  partly  sewered  is  about  13  miles. 

The  number  of  dwellinghouses  connected  to  the  sewers  is 
about  1750.  Of  these  1320  discharge  to  Sewage  Works  under 
control  of  the  Council  and  480  to  sewerage  systems  of  outside 
Authorities. 

New  sewerage  systems  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  in  pro¬ 
gress  covering  parts  of  the  townships  of  Ralnow  and  Sutton, 

On  their  completion,  which  is  anticipated  will  be  during 
the  Spring  of  1988,  approximately  500  dwellinghouses  will 
drain  into  these  two  systems. 

The  parishes  or  parts  of  parishes  in  which  system  of 
sewers  and  sewage  disposal  facilities  are  needed  are  Cliorley, 
Chelford,  Great  Warford,  Poynton,  Snelson,  Woodford,  the 
Langley  portion  of  the  township  of  Sutton,  and  Henbury.  A 
scheme  for  the  last  has  been  approved  by  the  Rural  Council 
and  application  for  loan  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  to  carry  out  the  work. 

The  sewering  of  the  township  of  Woodford  has  been  held 
in  abeyance  owing  to  the  consideration  of  the  transference  or 
otherwise  of  the  township  under  boundary  adjustments.  The 
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question  of  the  provision  of  sewers  and  the  submission  of 
schemes  to  the  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  of1  the 
parishes  needing  systems  of  sewers  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Engineer. 

The  provision  of  effectual  sewage  disposal  facilities  at 
Poynton  continues  to  be  the  subject  of  negotiation  with  the 
neighbouring  authorities  concerned. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — The  rivers  flowing  through  or 
abutting  on  the  boundaries  of  the  area  are  the  Dane,  Dean  and 
Bollin,  the  two  latter  being  intermittently  polluted  or  dis¬ 
coloured  by  trade  waste  effluent  from  the  different  manufactur¬ 
ing  establishments  adjoining  their  banks. 

Closet  Accommodation,-—  Of  the  estimated  5200  dwelling- 
houses  in  the  area  8050  are  provided  with  the  water  carrriage 
type. 

There  wTere  48  earth  closets  converted  during  the  year, 
and  few  closets  of  the  conservancy  system  remain  on  the  lines 
of  sewers  in  the  area.  In  the  urbanized  area  of  Poynton  in 
which  400  to  500  earth  closets  have  been  converted  to  the 
water  carriage  system  in  recent  years,  37  earth  closets  remain 
to  be  dealt  with. 

Public  Cleansing. — Systems  of  public  scavenging  are  in 
operation  in  the  township  of  Sutton,  Prestbury,  Butley,  F alii- 
broom,  Poynton  and  Eaton. 

Private  systems  operate  at  Hurdsfield,  Chorley,  Kettles- 
hulme,  and  Woodford.  The  question  of  boundaries  has  held  up 
the  operation  of  a  public  system  of  house  refuse  collection  and 
removal  in  the  latter  parish,  and  in  the  parish  of  Hurdsfield  in 
which  the  system  carried  out  by  a  private  contractor  direct  with 
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the  householders  cannot  be  described  as  satisfactory,  negotia¬ 
tions  with  the  Macclesfield  Town  Council  have  been  proceeding

with  a  view  to  their  undertaking  this  work  in  Hurdsfield,  under 
the  same  conditions  as  prevail  in  the  parish  of  Gawsworth. 

Refuse  Tips.— The  number  of  public  refuse  Tips  in  the 
area  is  17.  The  Council  recently  sanctioned  an  increase  in 
the  annual  payment  for  attention  to  the  tips  from  £50  to  £830,

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area — A  summary  of  the 
matters  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of  the  district  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1986,  and  the  Public  Health 
Act  1936,  is  given  at  the  end  of  this  report,  Regular  inspect- 
ions  of  the  district,  for.,  the  detection  of  nuisances  and  their 
abatement  have  been  made,  the  details  recorded  and  the 
necessary  books  and  registers  kept  up  to  date. 

SHOPS  ACT  1934. 

Shops . — 'The  number  of  premises  on  the  Registar  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  54.  The  nnmber  of  inspections  made  was 
47.  At  no  premises  were  insufficient  sanitary  conveniences 

observed. 

Smoke  Abatement,  —  One  nuisance  only  was  observed 
during  the  year,  in  respect  of  smoke  emitted  from  a  Factory  at 
Sutton*  Representations  were  made  to  the  owners  who  found 
it  necessary  to  instal  a  special  smoke  consuming  apparatus. 
Since  then  no  farther  action  by  the  Local  Authority  has  been 


necessary. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. — There  are  no  Swimming 
baths  or  pools,  public  or  privately  owned,  within  the  district. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bags. — No  houses,  Council  or  other, 
were  found  to  be  infested,  during  the  year. 

When  disinfestation  has  been  found  necessary  in  previous 
years,  the  work  has  been  carried  out  by  Contractors,  The 
Associated  Fumigators,  Liverpool,  with  satisfactory  results. 

Schools. — There  are  public  elementary  schools  in  28 
parishes,  a  total  of  26  schools.  Of  these  18  schools  have  a 
piped  water  supply,  and  8  at  which  no  main  supply  of  water 
is  available,  supply  is  obtained  from  pumpwells.  The  type  of 
sanitary  conveniences  at  4  schools  are  of  the  water-carriage 
system,  8  being  on  a  public  system  of  sewers,  one  having  a 
private  disposal  works.  The  remaining  schools  are  not  at  the 
present  time,  within  a  sewerage  system,  the  conveniences  being 
of  the  conservancy  type. 

D.  HOUSING. 

Overcrowding , — The  number  of  overcrowded  houses  on  the 
Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  standard 
of  the  Housing  Act  1985,  is  four.  One  only  of  these  is  grossly 
overcrowded,  the  family  living  in  a  dwellinghouse  under  notice 
for  demolition,  A  new  house  to  replace  these  tenants  is 
being  provided  by  the  Council, 

Unfit  houses.— The  number  of  houses  during  the  year  of 
which  official  representations  regarding  their  unfit  state  were 
made  was  76.  Proposals  for  reconditioning  were  approved  by 
the  Council  at  22  of  these. 

Undertakings  from  the  owners  to  discontinue  their  use 
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for  human  habitation  were  accepted  by  the  Council  with  respect 
to  8,  and  demolition  orders  were  served  with  respect  to  51 
dwelling-houses,  a  total  of  76. 

Apart  from  the  above,  inspections  of  houses  reveal  defects 
at  77  other  dwellings,  necessitating  the  serving  of  76  informal 
notices  and  1  statutory  notice. 

Housing  ( Rural  Workers)  Acts'  1926/81, 

A  special  effort  has  been  made,  through  the  Health  Office, 
to  give  publicity  to  all  owners  of  cottage  property  in  the  area, 
during  the  year,  of  the  availibility  of  grants  and  loans  in  the 
matter  of  re-conditioning  of  cottages.  Posters  were  fixed 
throughout  the  district,  and  leaflets  explaining  the  position 
were  sent  to  property  owners  covering  650  dwellinghouses. 
Advice  by  the  Public  Health  Staff  has  continued  to  be  given. 
Application  for  grant  has  been  made  and  given  with  respect  to 
5,  and  no  applications  have  been  made  for  loan. 
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E.  INSPECTIONS  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  The  number  of  premises  on  the 
Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  672,  of  these  70  are 
Producer  Retailers.  The  premises  are  situated  in  the  district

*  The  number  of  inspections  made  to  the  672  registered 
premises  was  224.  Notices  were  served  upon  the  occupiers  and 
owners,  to  carry  out  structural  improvements  at  218.  Actual 
improvements  were  effected  at  50.  Information  was  received 
that  the  necessary  improvements  would  be  effected  at  95,  and 
at  58  no  satisfactory  information  could  be  obtained  that  the 
suggested  alterations  to  comply  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order  would  be  affected. 

A  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee  are  making 
detailed  inspection  of  the  58  premises  above  referred  to  before 
statutary  notice  is  served  upon  the  occupiers,  as  at  many  of 
these  premises  extensive  and  costly  alterations  are  necessary, 

The  sale  of  milk  was  discontinued  at  five  premises  during 
the  year. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods 

Slaughter-houses.— The  number  of  licensed  or  registered 
slaughter-houses  in  the  area  is  9,  as  follows  1  at  Adlington, 
2  at  Chorley,  1  at  Chelford,  8  at  Poynton,  1  at  Prestbury  and 
1  at  Rainow. 

Five  are  modern  structures.  The  slaughter-houses  are 
regularly  inspected,  and  are  satisfactorily  conducted.  ■ 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act.  1933.  Frcm  the  Routine 
inspections  it  is  observed  the  requirements  of  humane 
slaughter  are  complied  with.  Cash  Captive  Bolt  Pistol  is  the 
instrument  solely  in  use.  No  electrical  stunning  is  employed. 
The  number  of  licensed  slaughter-men  in  the  area  is  24. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  MEAT  REGULATIONS,  1924. 
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Canal  Boats  Acts  and  Regulations,  1877  to  1931. 

In  the  administration  of  the  above  Acts  and  Regulations, 
there  have  been  15  Canal  Boats  inspected,  chiefly  engaged  in 
the  conveyance  of  coal.  The  boats  inspected  were  in  good 
structural  condition  and  clean.  Collectively  they  were  regis¬ 
tered  to  carry,  in  accordance  with  the  certificates  produced,  45 
adults,  or  80  adults  and  80  children,  and  at  the  time  of  inspect¬ 
ion  actually  carried  22  men,  7  women  and  8  children. 

No  infectious  disease  was  observed  or  notified  as  having 
occurred  on  any  registered  Canal  Boat  plying  in  the  Council’s 
area  during  the  year, 

Offensive  Trade  Premises. 

There  is  one  offensive  trade  premises  only  in  the  district, 
a  fat  boiling  works  in  the  township  of  Gawsworth.  No 
complaints  have  been  made  regarding  nuisance  from  these 
works  during  the  year,  and  they  appear  to  be  satisfactoryily 
conducted,  modern  appliances  being  employed  in  the  fat¬ 
rendering  process.
